Reds Halted By 
Infantry 
In Cambodia 


PHNOM PENH, 
Cambodia 
iAP) — Cambodian tanks and 
infantry blunted a heavy Com- 
munist-led attack today on the 
provincial capital of Siem Reap, 
four miles south of the ancient 
C^nbodian capital of Angkor 
Wat. 


A responsible military source 
said the enemy trooips were 
withdrawing 
toward 
Angkor 
Wat, the site of historic ruins 
from the ancient 
Cambodian 
empire. 


The fighting centered around 
the provincial airport two miles 
northwest of Siem Reap. The in- 
formant said enemy forces had 
been cleared from the airport 
but that he did not know wheth- 
er it had reopened. It closed 
down 
after sporadic fighting 
Friday. 


Reports from Siem Heap indi- 
cated that street fighting had 
died down but that some North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong units 
were still in the town. 


Some sources said Siem Reap 
Is defended by a large Cambo- 
dian force and that the enemy 
attack apparently was aimed 
more 
at 
embarrassing 
the 
Phnom Penh government than 
at captui-ing and holding the ter- 
ritory. A big enemy victory 
near Angkor Wat would receive 
publicity becausie of the name of 
the ancient capital. 


Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese troops 
also 
kept up 
their pressure today in other 
parts of Cambodia, and spokes- 
men in Phnom Penh said the 
current offensive is the enemy's 
largest and most widespread 
since

namese troops entered the coun- 
try's eastern provinces a month 
ago. 


A United Nations official has 
estimated that 50,000 persons 
may have perished in the quake 
which struck Peru nearly one 
week ago.

In addition, natives are af- 
forded little protection from the 
debris in their homes. Typical 
house walls are made of mud or 
soft adobe brick and overloaded 
with heavy tile roofs that often 
collapse under shock, Ericksen 
said.

The Air Force envi.sions a 
fleet of 200 to 300 planes if the 
project is given the go-^head. 
Total cost for the proposed fleet 
was stimated to exceed $13.6 
billion, more than the cost of the 
oonta-oversial antiballilstic mi.s- 
siile system now dm the first 
ftages of development. 


Air Force Secretary Robert 
Sea man s .Tr. emphas ized Friday 
that production of tihe Bl is a 
long way off and the contracts 
were only for research, develop- 
ment and 
testing. This was 
viewed by some as an effort to 
blunt expected criticism in Con- 
srress against 
spending 
huge 
sums for new weapons.

»nd school districts of the st^te in a quandry on 
the eve of th« annual elections, Voters through­ 
out the state will go to their local ballot boxes 
without complete information. And local school 
boards and administrations will hope that the 
proposals are adequate. 


THp second Mon4py in June by law is the 
date in Michigan for local school board elections 
and many school boards to save on election costs 
have placed tax proposals on the ballot at the 
same time. The problem is that the Legislature 
hasn’t made ut> its mind about whftt the state 
is going to do financially for education this year. 
And without this decision, it’s impossible for 
a local school board to make more than an **edu- 
cated guess” about what it will need in local 
tax revenue to open the schools in the fall. 


It’s sort of like playing dartball with a 
blindfold on: you know where the board js, but 
not all the numbers. 


And so while school boards keep their fincr- 
•rs crossed that the reouests on Monday ^vill do 
the job once the state aid fonnula is determined, 
voters will go into voting boothi without the 
total picture. 


In the Escanaha 
school distiict, the 
Board of Education (which is better off as far as 
eftimating needs than some districts because it 
does not have to negotiate a new conti*act with 
tfachers because of a three^year pact still in 
force) is asking 12.6 mills for two years. Of that, 
9,4 mills will be to replace extra voted millage 
which exwired last December and another seven 
tanths of a mill will replace millage lost !n the 
1^70 allocation order by the County Tax avo­ 
cation Board (the school district will get 8.0 
miljs this vear, compared to 8.T mills allocpted 
in 1969). Total new school operating tax asked 
ia 8.5 mills. 


The Board of EJducatlon said that if there 
!a a significant increase in state aid, a lesser 
figlire would be certified for collection. (Under 
state law, the Board of Education must certify 
the millage it will collect and it is not requir^i 
to collect the maximum amount). 


In addition, the school board has Indicated 
that debt retirement millage( taxes collected to 
retire bond issues for school construction) can be 
reduced by nine tenths of a mill this year. The 
dfbt retirement reduction coupled with passage 
o f the millage proposal will mean a total increase 
in school taxes of 1.6 mills in the Escanaba Area 
district ^ a nretty reasonable figuw in these 
times of inflation. 


Tlie election *‘camnaigm’* has been low key, 
peHiaps because there is no contest for the Board 
of Education leati and the desire of the present 
school board to avoid some of the emotionalism 
which has accompanied past millage votes. 


The board has placed its proposal before 
file people. The board believes in It as necessary 
to guarantee continuation of the educational 
program in which it believes.

The Michigan Legislature has done it again. 
Monday is school election day in Michigan 
and despite being called into session last De­ 
cember to consider school proposals and despite 
some five months of “work" this year, the Leg­ 
islature in its ultimate wisdom has left voters 
and school districts of the state in a quandry on 
the eve of the annual elections. Voters through­ 
out the state will go to their local ballot boxes 
without complete information. And local school 
boards and administrations will hope that the 
proposals are adequate. 
The second Monday in June by law is the 
date in Michigan for local school board elections 
and many school boards to save on election costs 
have placed tax procosals on the ballot at the 
game time. The problem is that the Legislature 
hasn’t made ur> its mind about what the state 
is going to do financial^ for education this year. 
And without this decision, it’s impossible for 
a local school board to make more than an “edu­ 
cated guess’’ about what it will need in local 
tax revenue to open the schools in the fall. 
It’s sort of like playing dartball with a 
blindfold on: you know where the board is, but 
not all the numbers. 
And so while school boards keen their find­ 
ers crossed that the reouests on Monday will do 
the job once the state aid formula is determined, 
voters will go into voting booths without the 
total picture.

In the Escanaba Area school district, the 
Board of Education (which is la tte r off as far as 
estimating needs than some districts because it 
does not have to negotiate a new contract with 
teachers because of a thvee-vear pact still in 
force) is asking 12.6 mills for two years. Of that, 
9.4 mills will be to replace extra voted millage 
which exoired last December and another seven 
tenths of a mill will replace millage lost in the 
1970 allocation order by the County Tax aho- 
cation Board (the school district will get 8.0 
mills this vear, compared to 8.7 mills allocated 
in 1969). Total new’ school operating tax asked 
is 2.6 mills. 
The Board of Education said that if there 
is a significant increase in state aid. a lesser 
figure would be certified for collection. (Under 
state law, the Board of Education must certify 
the millage it will collect and it is not required 
to collect the maximum amount). 
In addition, the school board has Indicated 
that debt retirem ent millage( taxes collected to 
retire bond issues for school construction) can be 
reduced by nine tenths of a mill this vear. The 
debt retirem ent reduction counled with passage 
of the millage proposal will mean a total increase 
in school taxes of 1.6 mills in the Escanaba Area 
district — a pretty reasonable figure in these 
times of inflation. 
Tile election “campaign" has been low key, 
perhaps because there is no contest for the Board 
of Education seats and the desire of the present 
school board to avoid some of the emotionalism 
wTiich has accompanied past millage votes. 
The board has placed its proposal before 
the people. The board believes in It as necessarv 
to guarantee continuation of the educational 
program in which it believes. 
Despite the legislative inaction, it can’t 
be much simpler. 
Vote “Yes" on Monday.

Tile Sault Ste. Marie City Commission, with 
few of the expected fireworks materializing, 
adopted a 1970-71 municipal budget of $1,568-

Adm inistration, 
trying to stave off a final dis­ 
position of the Cooper-Church 
Am endm ent that would cut off 
any funds to our allies as well 
as to our own troops for fight­ 
ing in Cambodia after June 30,

If the U.S. can make a great 
success of it in Cambodia be­ 
fore w ithdraw ing our ground 
forces at the end of the month, 
the dove Senators will look 
both churlish and

ing the President’s hands in 
Southeast Asia for the future. 
A Cooper-Church success in 
depriving the Com m ander-in-

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National Institute Of Ecology 
May Aid Environment Problems

In Yaldma, Wash., a U.S. 
Army officer has come up with 
an answer to the problem of au­ 
tomobiles abandoned on Yaki­ 
ma streets: blow them up. 


Lt. Gol. James P. Johnson, 
deputy post commander at the 
Yakima Firing Range told a 
community cleanup campaign 
that the Army would remove 
auto bodies and haul them to 
the firing range for target prac­ 
tice by Army tanks. 


So jgoes one more small step 
in the fight to save the environ­ 
ment, a struggle marked by ad­ 
vances and retreats, but a con­ 
tinuing fight that shows no evi­ 
dence of having spent itself in 
Earth Day last April 22. 


Residents Concerned 


In early May, for example, 
the Louis Harris polling organi­ 
zation foumd that in the relative­ 
ly unspoiled state of Washington 
the environment had become 
one of the primary concerns of 
the residents. 


And a few days after Earth

Late summer presents a speci­ 
al threat ft>r drivers that can bt 
more treacherous than ice. 


After a dry spell, a light rain 
or di'izzle creates a thin, greasy 
film on smooth road surfaces. It 
is slick, and it is dangerous, be­ 
cause drivers are not concerned 
about skidding at this time of the 
year. 


Bald tires increase the danger. 
More miles are driven during the 
summer than »t any other time 
of the year and without realiz­ 
ing it, tires may wear beyond 
the safe point. When there is 
less than 2/32” of tread remain­ 
ing, according to tire experts, 
your tires are luisafe. 


Under dangerous driving con­ 
ditions, reduced speed and ex­ 
tra caution are obvious accident 
prevention measures. However, 
a double measure of safety is to 
keep your tires in good condi­ 
tion. 


Rotate Tour Tires 


You can substantially increase 
tire life by having tliem rotated 
about twice a year. By putting 
tires in different positions on 
the car (left front to left rear 
left rear to right front, and so 
on around the car — according 
to insti-uctions for your make 
and model), your tii-es, including 
the spare, eventually will have 
taken their turns in all positions, 
thereby equalizing wear. 


•niis semi-annual procedure al­ 
so provides a good opportunity 
for your automotive serviceman 
to look for cuts, bruises or oth­ 
er damage. 


Another part of semi-annual 
tre care should be a check of 
wheel balance and alignment. 
Both have a serious bearing on 
tire wear and will affect your 
car’s handling abUity and driv­ 
ing comfort. 


Once a month, have the aii* in 
the tires checked. An underin- 
flated tire will wiear rapidly at 
the outer edges: overinflation 
causes wear at the center.

Occupants of the 
stalled car pushed their vehicle 
ott the busy hi^w ay, the major 
link between the Ohio Turnpike 
and the Detroit-Toledo Express­ 
way. 


Luckily, too, the pavement was 
dry. I wouldn’t like to be in the 
same situation again when the 
pavement is slick with snow or 
ice.

PCV — Please Check 


Wlien the positive crankcasc 
ventilation valve on your car’s 
engine gets stuck, it’s like plug­ 
ging up a boiling tea kettle — 
something’s got to give. Pres­ 
sure builds up in the crankcase 
forcing oil and unwanted fumes 
through bearings and seals. The 
PCV valve should be checked 
periodically, replaced yearly. 


Extinguisher 
Handy In Car 


The wise motorist carries a 
fully-charged, fire extinguisher 
in his car ait all times. When 
you need it there is no substi­ 
tute. 


The preferred extinguisher is 
the stored pressure dry chemical 
type. Tliis type can be used on 
any kind of fire and does not 
create toxic gases as do va­ 
porizing liquid types. It* should 
have at least 2>k pounds capa­ 
city. 


Two kinds of such extin­ 
guishers 
are 
available. 
One 
uses a throw-away refill cylin­ 
der. The other must be taken 
to an extinguisher service shop 
for recharging. Either is suit­ 
able. 


The extinguisher should be 
reserved 
for emergency 
use 
only. If you intend to use an 
extinguisher for other purposes, 
such as putting out a campfire, 
can*y spares.

Both systems, of course, are 
checked out and defective parts 
arfe replaced during an engine 
tune-up. 


Qean plugs, points and choke 
wHl provide quicker starts in 
cold weather. More important, 
an engine is much more likely 
to keep running once it has been 
started if it.«! ignition and car­ 
buretion systems are well tuned. 


No one ever pliaimed a car 
breakdown. The annoying in­ 
convenience a breakdown pro­ 
duces makes them as welcome 
as an overdrawn notice from 
the bank. 


Convereely, ftew people ever 
plan a maintenance schedule to 
insure 
against 
breakdowns. 
However, the wise car owner 
will schedule his oar’s servicing 
needs on a routine baisfis to 
avoid a sudden and sometimes 
expensive loss of transporta­ 
tion.

Stranded Campers 
All Reach Safety 


BLIND RIVER. Ont. (AP) — 
The evacuation of campers and 
fi^erm en stranded in northern 
Ontario bushland by floods has 
ended. 


“Everybody’s out who wanted 
to come out,” said Constable 
Jasper Cook of the Ontario 
Provincial Police. 


He said about 50 persons, 
most of them American tourists, 
were 
flown 
to 
Blind 
River 
Wednesday mvd Diursday when 
their cars were unable to travel 
washed*out roads. 


J.A. HuiH^e, chief ranger for 
the Blind River division of the 
Ontario department of lands 
and forests, said three helicop­ 
ters had searched the floooded 
areas, and 
we’re convinced 
we’ve located everybody.”

For the vast majority of per­ 
sons, the blood procurement in 
Delta County will provide free 
blood (except for cost of ad­ 
ministration) to county resi­ 
dents in any 
hospital any­ 
where. 


For rare blood type persons, 
however, the need goes beyond 
the four main groups — A, B, 
O, or AB — and into the realm 
of the Rare Blood Donor Regis­ 
try in which the donors serve 
each other. 


Here’s an example of how the 
Registry works: 


Young Davey of Cleveland 
lay seriously injured as the re­ 
sult of an automobile accident. 
He needed several blood trans­ 
fusions to survive — but he had 
a rare blood type called e-nega- 
tive which is found in only two 
out of 100 people. 


The 
Cleveland 
Red Cross 
Blood Center called the Rare 
Blood Registry; the computer 
located donors in nearby Co­ 
lumbus and Toledo; and within 
a few hours their blood was 
rushed to Davey in Cleveland. 


When rare blood type donors 
join the registry they receive a 
small blue identification card 
stating their blood tjrpe. By 
joining they 
cooperate with 
other rare blood types through­ 
out the country. If his type is 
extremely rare, his blood may 
be frozen and stored for future 
use. 


Baptists Told 
To Join Hands 
With Negroes 


DENVER (AP) — Soutihern 
Baptdsts, their past cultural tra- 
ditinn shaped in an aitmosphere 
of one-itime slavery and racial 
segregation, today had a plea 
from their ileadiiig evangelist to 
join hands in fellcnvshiip with 
blacks. And the white Southern­ 
ers sounded thedr approval. 


“They need us, but we need 
them more,” evangelist Billy 
Giraiham told a dosing session 
Thursday of the Souithein Bap- 
tiisit Convention. And the massed 
thrcng of 13,500 resiponded with 
a tthumdterous wiave of applause. 


Graham noted thait half the 
more than 20 million Negroes in 
the country are Baptists, and he 
said “ithe time may soon come 
when we sihould have large joint 
meetings” with other large Bap­ 
tist and evangelical denomina­

the eve of the annu al elections. Voters throu gh­ 
ou t the state will go to their local b allot lx>xes 
withou t complete information. .And local scho o l 
b oards and administrations will hope that the 
prop<isals are adequ ate. 
The second Alonday in Ju ne b y law is the 
date in Michigan for local school lioard elections 
and many school hoards to save on election costs 
have piaceri tax pronosals on the b allot at the 
same time. The prob lem is that the Tvegislatu re 
hasn’t made u n its mind ab ou t what the state 
is going to do financiallr for edu cation this year. 
And withou t this decision, it’s impossib le for 
a local school b oard to make more than an “edu ­ 
cated gu ess” ab ou t what it will need in local 
tax revenu e to open the schools in the fall, 
Tt’s sort of like playing darthall ^yith a 
b lindfold on: you know where the b oard is, b u t 
not all the nu mb ers. 
And so while school b oards keen their fing­ 
ers crossed that the reou ests on Alonday will do 
the job once the state aid formu la is deteiTu ined, 
voters will go into voting b ooths withou t the 
total pictu re. 


In the Escanaba Area school d’stnct, the 
Board of Edu cation (which is l>etter off as far as 
estimating needs than some districts b ecau se it 
does not have to negotiate a new contract with 
teacher's b ecau se of a three-year pact still in 
force) is asking 12.6 mills for two years. Of that, 
9.4 mills %rill l>e to replace extra voted millage 
which exnired last Decemb er and another seven 
tenths of a mill will replace millage 1o« f in the 
1970 allocation order b y the Cou nty Tax avo­ 
cation Board (the school district will get 8.0 
mills this vear, compared to 8.7 mills alloca+ed 
in 1969). Total new school operating tax asked 
is 2.5 mills. 
The Board of Edu cation said that if there 
is a significant increase in state aid, a lesser 
figu re wou ld b e certified for collection. (Tinder 
state law, the Board of Edu cation mu st ceriify 
the millage it will collect and it is not requ ired 
to collect the maximu m amou nt). 
In addition, the school b oard has indicated 
that deb t retirement mVlage( taxes collected to 
retire b ond issu es for school cou '^tru ction) can b e 
redu ced b y nine tenths of a mill this vear. The 
deb t retirement redu ction cou pled with passage 
o f the millage proposal will mean a total increase 
in school taxes of 1.6 mills in the Escanab a Area 
district — a nretty reasonab le figu re in these 
times of inflation. 
Tlie election “campaign” has b een low key, 
perhaps b ecau se there is no contest for the Board 
of Edu cation seats and the desire of the present 
school b oard to avoid some of the emotionalism 
which has accompanied past millage votes. 
The b oard has placed its proposal b efore 
the people. The b oard b elieves in ft as necessary 
to gu arantee continu ation of the edu cational 
program in which it b elieves. 
Despite the Ijegislative inaction, it can’t 
be mu ch simpler. 
Vote “Yes” on Monday.

Michigan House OK's 
$30 Million Budget 
Rejects Pollution Bid 


LANSING (AP) — The Mich­ 
igan House passed a $30 mil­ 
lion budget bill this week for 
natural resources and agricul­ 
ture, but rejected a last - min­ 
ute plea from Gov. William G.

The house spent only 20 min­ 
utes in prelimiinary debate be­ 
fore passing a $44.7 million re­ 
stricted funds bill on an 87-9 
vote. Appropriations covered in 
the bil go to various state pro­ 
jects such as highway maiin- 
tenance and supplemenital school 
add but are not figured in the 
general fund budget that this 
year amounlts to $1.74 billtion.
